Pursuant to Part I of my proclama-
tion of August 1, 1951, carrying out sec-
tions 5 and 11 of the Trade Agreements
Extension Act of 1951, I hereby notify
you that the suspension provided for
theremn shall be applicable with respect
to mports from the following nations
and areas:

Poland, and areas under the provisional
admimstration of Poland (the former Free
City of Danzig, and areas in Germany includ-
ing the area 1n East Prussia).

Union. of Soviet Socialist Republics, and
the area in East Prussia under the provi-
slonal administration of the Union of Soviet
Socralist Republies,

Pursuant to Part I of that proclama-
tion of August 1, 1951, T hereby notify
you that the entry, or withdrawal from
warehouse, for consumption of ermine,
fox, kolinsky, marten, mnk, muskrat,
and weasel furs and skins, dressed or
undressed, shall be prohibited as to the
products of the Umion of Soviet Socialist
Republics.

The provisions of-this letter shall ap-
ply to products specified heremn which
are entered, or withdrawn from ware-
house, for consumption on and after
February 19, 1953, on which date this
letter shall supersede my letter to you of
November 20, 1951 under the proclama-
tion of August 1, 1951.

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics
Board at its ofiice in Washington, D. C,,
on the 22d day of January 1953.

Currently effective § 60.45 of Part 69
of the Civil Air Resulations prowvidess
that aircraft opzrating alonz 2. civil air-
way shall be flown to the nzht of the
center line of the airway, unless cther-
wise authorizzd by Air Trafiic Control.

The prezent rule provides for Iatsral
separation of aircraft using the airways
when the airtray system is based on the
use of the Ilow/medium fraquency
(L/AF) range system. Recently, how-
ever, the Unitzd Statss adopted the VER
omnirange (VOR) as the basis for the
future national airway system. The re-
sulting gradual fransition from the
low/medium frequency ranges to the new
omniranzes has now prozressed to the
stage whereby a number of VOR awrvays
are being desiznated. The VOR awrway
pattern is based upon the principle that
aireraft will he flown alonz a radial of a
VOR station desiznated as formungz the
ceater line of 2 VOR airtray and rof to
the rizht of the airway center line as has
been the practice in flying the L/MF
range alrway.

In order to take into account this navi-
gational chaonce, the present amend-
ment preseribes flicht along the center
line of VOR airway patterns. Inrecoz~
nition of the practical factors mn the
technique of navigating awways, it 1s
realized that operational tolerances must
be taken Into account in effecting com-~
pliance with this rule.

Interested persons have heen afforded
an opportunity to participate in the mak-
ing of this amendment, and due con-
sideration has bzen gaven to all relevant
matter presented.

PART 92—BUREAU OF THE MINT PROCE-
DURES AND DESCRIPTIONS OF FORMS

DESCRIPTION OF PROCEDURES

The Bureau of the Mint statement of
procedures and descriptions of forms (31
CFR Part 92) are hereby amended by the
addition of §92.31 which contains a
description of the procedures followed by
the Bureau of the Mint in denying an
application for a gold license, revoking,
suspending, or modifyimng an existing
license, or excluding any person from the
authorizations or privileges conferred in
Part 54 of this chapter.

§ 92.31 Procedures for deny:ng an ap-
plication for a gold license, for revoking,
suspending, modifying a license, and for
excluding any person from the privileges
or authorizations conferred in Part 54
of this chapter—(a) Investigations. The
Director of the Mint 1s authorized to
make or cause to be made such mnvestiga-—
tions as the Director deems necessary to
assist in the consideration of any appli-
cations for licenses or 1n the admimstra-
tion and enforcement of the Gold
Reserve Act of 1934 (31 U. S. C. 440)
section 5 (b) of the Act of October 6,
1917, as amended (12 U. 8. C. 95a (3))
and the Gold Regulations. In general,
such 1nvestigations are conducted by the
staff of the gold unit of the Bureau of
the Mint under the direction and super-
vision of the Chief of the Gold and Sil-
ver Division. Subpoenas are issued by
the Director of the Mint in accordance
with the provisions of § 54.26, and may
requre the appearance and testimony of
any person believed to have knowledge
of any pertinent facts and the produc-
tion of any documents or records speci-

fled mIn §5426 of this chapter or-

otherwise deemed to be relevant to the
mouury, at any designated place.

(b) Notification—(1) Notification to
person whose application has been de-
med, whose licenser has been revoked,
suspended or modified, or who has been
excluded from any authorizaltion or
prwilege. Any person whose application
for an initial gold license, or for a re-
newal of an existing license 1s demed,
whose gold license 1s revoked, modified
or suspended, or who 1s excluded from
any privilege or authorization conferred
1 Part 54 of this chapter, shall be noti-
fied by the Director of the Mint by regis-
tered letter mailed to the last address of
such person on file with the Bureau of
the Mint, of such demal, revocation, sus-
pension, modification, or exclusion.
Such'notice shall contain g concise state-
ment of the grounds for any such action,
and shall, mn appropriate cases, inform
the party proceeded against of his right
to reconsideration under paragraphs (c)
and (d) of this section, provided that'the
notice 15 answered 1n writing or a hear-
mg 15 requested within 15 days after re-
ceipt of such notice, -or within such
different time as the Director of the
Mint may, for special cause, prescribe.

(2) Notification by show-cause order
In the first instance, the Director of the
Mint may, by registered letter addressed
to the last address of the respondent on
file with the Bureau of the Mint, require
any such person to show cause why his
Treasury Department gold license should
not be revoked, modified or suspended,
or to show cause why he should not be
excluded from any privileges or authori-
zations conferred in Part 54 of this chap-
ter. Such show-cause order shall set
forth the specific violations charged, mn-
cluding references to the particular reg-
ulatory provisions alleged to have been
wviolated, and shall give notice of the
sapctions which may be imposed in the
event respondent 1s found to have com-
mitted the alleged wviolations, i. e,
whether his license will be revoked,
modified or suspended, or he will be ex-
cluded from any- privilege or authoriza-
tion contained in Part 54 of this chapter
or both. Such order shall advise the
respondent that in the event of a failure
to answer the charges in writing or to
request a hearmg within 15 days from
the date of receipt of the show-cause
order, or within such other time as the
Director of the Mint shall, for special
cause, preseribe, he shall be held 1n de-
fault, 1n which case the Director shall
1ssue g final decision, all intervening pro-
ceedings bemng deemed waived because of
such default. A show-cause order issued
under this subparagraph may also re-
qure the appearance and testimony of
any person-hbelieved to have knowledge
of any pertinent facts, and the produc-
tion of any documents or records spec-
ified 1n § 54.26 of this chapter, or other-
wise deemed to be relevant fo the
nqury.

(¢) Requests for reconsideration. A
written request for reconsideration of
any action of which notification has been
given under paragraph (b)Y (1) of this
section, setting forth.in detail the basis
for such request, or an answer to a show-
cause order 1ssued pursuant to paragraph

(b) (2) of this section may be addressed
to the Director of the Mint, Treasury De-
partment, Washington 25, D. C. In ad«
dition, upon written request the Directox
will schedule a formal hearing in the
matter at which time there may be
brought to the attention of the Bureau
of the Mint any information beating
thereon. If the respondent so deslres
he may waive the formal hearing and
have the case considered by the Direc-
tor of the Mint on the basis of his writton
answer.

(d) Hearings—(1) Inittiation of pro-
ceedings. In any case of a request for o
formal hearing made in accordance with
the provisions of paragraph (¢) of this
section, the Direcfor of the Mint shall
send a charging letter notifying the re-
spondent of the basis upon which action
denying his application, revoking, sus-
pending or modifying his license, o1 ¢x«
cluding hm from any privilege or
authorization contained in Part 54 of
this chapter was taken. The charging
letter shall inform the respondent of the
time and place of the hearing, and shall
be sent by registered mail to the last ad-
dress of the respondent on file with the
Bureau of the Mint. The specific violp-
tions charged and references to the par«
ticular laws and regulations alleged to
have been violated shall be included in
the charging letter: Provided, however,
That, in the event that proceedings are
initiated by show-cause order issued by
the Director of the Mint in accordance
with the provisions of paragraph (b) (2)
of this section, such show-cause order
and any amendments thereto, shall con-
stitute the charging letter.

(2) Prelimwmary imformal conferences.
Prior to any hearing conducted under
subparagraph (3) of this paragraph,
there may be held, at the request of
either party and with the consent of both
parties, & preliminary informal confor-
ence, for the purpose of settling or sim-
plifymng the issues by consent of the
parties.

(3) Formal procedures—(1) Presiding
officers. Hearings under this subparae-
graph shall be conducted by the Divector
of the Mint or by an independent hearing
examiner duly appointed and qualified
by the Civil Service Commission and deg-
ignated by the Director of the Mint to
preside. The presiding officer shall have
authority in connection with the hearing
to administer oaths and affirmations,
rule upon offers of proof, take or cause
depositions to be taken whenever tho
ends of justice would be served thereby,
regulate the course of the hearing, hold
conferences for the settlement or sim-
plification of the issues by consent of
the parties, dispose of procedural re«
quests or similar mafters, and take other
action consistent with the rules and reg«
ulations of the Bureau of the Mint and
other requirements of law.

(ii) Conduct of hearings. The Bureau
of the Mint and the respondent may offor
any oral or documentary evidence relo«
vant and material to the charges speol-
fied in the charging letter or the shows-
cause order, The exclusionary rules of
evidence prevailing in courts of law shall
not be applied. However, irrelevant, im«
material, or unduly repetitious evidenceo
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shall be excluded. Respondent and the
agency may be represented by counsel.
The proceedings shall be duly reported
and a full transcript thereof filed with
the office of the Director of the Mint.
After both parties have had a full op-
portunity to offer all oral and docu-
mentary evidence bearing on the charges,
to conduct such cross-examnation -as
may be required for a full and complete
development of the facts, and to submit
rebuttal evidence, the hearing examner
shall declare the hearimng adjourned.
(iii) Submssion of corrections in the
record, proposed findings, and conclu-
swons. Upon adjournment of the hear-
g, copes of the transeript shall be sub-
mitted to the respondent and to counsel
for the Bureau of the Mint, wwho may,
within 15 days after receipt thereof or
within such other time as the presiding
officer may, for special cause prescribe,
submit {o-the presiding officer a state-
ment m writing setting forth proposed
findings and conclusions, which may be
accompanmed by a brief 1n support there-
of, and proposed corrections 1n the rec-
ord. The presiding officer may, upon the
request of any party allow the submission
of a reply brief 1n any case involving dis-
puted questions of law- Provided, how-
ever That, except 1n justified cases, the
presiding officer shall allow, for the sub-
mssion of a reply brief, a period of not
more than ten days after the party re-
questing the opportunity to.submit a
reply has receiwved the hrief of the op-
posing party. If respondent or counsel
for the Bureau of the Mint submits any
proposed findings or conclusions, briefs,
or corrections 1 the record, he shall, as
promptly as practicable, furnish copies
thereof to the opposing side. All such
-submittals shall be a part of the record.
(iv) Requests to re-open a hearing.
'The presiding officer may upon written
request re-open a proceeding at any time
prior to his report, or, should the Di~
rector of the Mint preside at the hearing,
then prior to the final decision, for the
purpose of hearing any relevant and
material evidence which was unknown
or which was unobtainable at the time
of the original hearing. The request
for re-opeming shall contamn a summary
of such ewidence, the reasons why it 1s
considered to be matenal and relevant,
and the reasons why it could not have
been presented at the original proceed-
ing.
(v) Hearing examaner’s report. In
any case mn which a hearing 1s con-
ducted by an independent hearing ex-
aminer, such examner, within 30 days
after the expiration of the time allowed
for filing proposed findings and conclu-
sions and briefs, or within such different
period as the Director of the Mint may
prescribe, shall file with the Director of
the Mint his report contammng his find-
mngs of fact, recommended decision, and
rulings on any corrections 1n the record
submitted under subdivision (iii) of thus
subparagraph. A copy of such report
shall be forthwith furmished to the re-
spondent and to counsel for the Bureau
of the Mint by the Director of the Mint.
(vi) Ezxceptions. Within 15 days after
receipt of a copy of the hearing exam-
ner’s report the respondent or counsel
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for the Bureau of the Mint may file ex-
ceptions to the recommended degicion of
the hearing examiner, or any portion
thereof, or to his faflure to follow a pro-
posed finding or conclusion, or to the
admussion or exclusion of evidence, and
within such period he may file a brief in
support of his contentions and excep-
tions. All such submittals shall be ad-
dressed to the Director of the Mint. A
copy of such exceptions and briefs shall
be furnished {o the opposing side.

(vil) Decision. Final decision in the
case shall be made by the Director of the
1Mint, after reviewing the record and all
exceptions thereto. Copies of such de-
cision shall forthwith be furnished to the
respondent and to counsel for the Bureau
of the Mint.

(e) Issuance of temporary license or
authorization. Any person whose license
has been suspended, revoked or modified,
or who has been excluded from any of the
privileges or authorizations conferred in
Part 54 of this chapter, and who has re-
quested a reconsideration of such suspen-
swon, revocation, modification or exclu-
sion in accordance with the provisions of
paragraphs (¢) and (d) of this section
may be permitted during the pendency of
any such proceeding, to operate under a
temporary license or authorization upon
such terms and conditions as the Director

CONVERSION STEEL, CEILING PRICE OF DXTRA,

Pursuant to the Defense Production
Acb of 1950, as amended, Executive Or-
der 10161 (15 F. R. 6105) and Economic
Stabilization Agency General Order No.
2 (16 ¥ R. 738) this Amendment G to
Ceiling Price Regulation 1, Revision 1, is
hereby 1ssued.

STATEMENT OF CONSIDERATIONS

This amendment to Celling Price
Regulation 1, Revision 1 makes several
changes in the provisions of that regu-
lation. These changes are dictated by
experience under the regulation and are
designed to facilitate compliance on the
part of the manufacturers affected, and
to ease the burden of administering the
regulation by the Office of Price Stabil-
1zation,

This amendment clarifles the inten-
tion of the Director that an automobile
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manufacturer may include in his conver-
clon cteel adjustment under section 54,
conversion steel supplied by him to ven-
dors at mill prices for use in the produz-
ticn of parts for that manufacturer.
Also provided in this amendment is a
change in the recomputation period for
determining the conversion steel adjust-
ment, At prezent, manufacturers are
required to redetermine their increazed
matzrials cost due to the use of conver-
slon steel every six months. Several
manufacturers have indicated that, m
view of the current shortage of cerfamn
forms and types of steel, the six months
recalculation pericd does not enable
them to reflecct adequately in thewr ceil-
ing prices their conversion steel costs.
Accordinzly, this amendment authorizes
manufacfurers to select a recomputation
period of from one to s1x months and fo
continue to use that pzriod for at least
one year. A further change in the con-
version steel adjustment provisions made
by this amendment is the establishment
of a procedure for determininz the con-
version steel adjustment to be used for
rnew models of passenger automobiles
which are not counterparts of earlier
models. Inadditign, manufacturers who
are unable to calculate their conversion
steel increased adjustment using the pre-
seribed procedure are authorzed by this
amendment to propose an alternate
methed.

This amendment eliminates the pres-
ent requirement that the Director ap-
prove by letter order proposed ceilinz
prices for new items of extra, spacial or
optional equipment. INManufacturers
will continue, however, to submit OPS
Form 149 showing their propozed ceiling
prices and their cost data for new items
of extra, special or optional equipment,
and theze forms will be carefully scrufi-
nized. ‘The proposed celling prices may
be put into effcet fifteen days after filing
those forms unless the applicant has
been notified that his propozed ceiling
prices have been disapproved.

This amendment authorizes 2 manu-
facturer to apply for a ceiling price of
a line or series of his aufomobile to n-
clude automatic transmission as stand-
ard equipment when he has been install-
inz such transmission on 99 pzrcent or
more of his production of that line or
series of car during the last six calendar
months immediately prior to the date
of his application.

In the formulation of this amendment
there has been consultation with mdus-
try representatives, including trade as-
soclation representatives, to the extent
practicable, and consideration has bzen
given to their recommendations.

Cellin~ Price Rezulation 1, Revision 1,
Is amended in the following respacis:

At the end of the
year, you may, if you so desire, change
your recomputation period to any num-
ber of months up to six months.

(2) If this recomputation results 1n a
greater increase in yoyr conversion steel
cost mncrease adjustment than that es-
tablished for the preceding period for
which you made a computation, you may
use this greater mncrease m determining
your price imcrease adjustment factor.
If this recomputation results in a reduc-
tion of your conversion steel cost in-
crease adjustment last determined, you
must, within 30 days after the required
date of recomputation; use this reduced
adjustment to recompute your price in-
crease adjustment factor under section 7.
If, however, the reduction of the conver~
sion steel cost increase adjustment re-
sults 1in a decrease of less than $10.00 in
the ceiling price of the best selling model
of any make as last determined, you need
not recompute your ceiling price for any
automobile 1n that make.

(3) Within 30.days after such required
recomputation, you must file a report of
your new conversion steel cost increase
adjustment with the Industrial Materals
and Manufactured Goods Division, Office
of Price Stabilization, Washington 25,
D. C., together with your revised price
increase adjustment factor for each
make of automobile as required by sec-
tion 12 of this regulation.

3. Section 5A 15 amended by the addi-
tion of two new paragraphs (d) and (e)
to read as follows:

(d) If you are now producing a new
model or models of automobiles which
are priced under section 10 of this reg-
ulation and are not counterparts of any
models upon which adjustments were
made pursuant to section 4 of this re-
vised regulation or under section 2 of
Supplementary Regulation 1 to this re-
vised regulation, you may make this
conversion steel cost increase adjust-
ment on these new models in the follow-
ng manner’

(1) Determine the dollar amount of
conversion steel which was ncluded in
the comparison automobile used as a
basis for calculating the ceiling price
of the new automobile.

(2) Determine the dollar amount of
conversion steel currently used in the
new model of automobile.

(3) If the dollar amount deterrmned
in subparagraph (1) of this paragraph
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exceeds the dollar amount determined in
subparagraph (2) of this paragraph then
the following steps are to be followed:

(i) The dollar amount determined 1n
subparagraph (2) of this paragraph
should be subtracted from that deter-
mned 1n subparagraph (1) of thas para-
graph. This gives you your conversion
steel dollar-and-cent adjustment.. .

(ii) Subtract the result obtained in
subdivision (i) of this subparagraph,
from the ceiling price of the automobile
you are pricing.

(4) If the dollar amount determined
1n subparagraph (2) of this paragraph
exceeds the dollar amount determined in
subparagraph (1) of this paragraph,
then the follgwing steps are to be fol~
lowed:

(i) The dollar amount determined in
subparagraph (1) of this paragraph
should be subtracted from that deter-
mned 1n subparagraph (2) of this para-
graph. This gives you your conversion
steel dollar-and-cent adjustment.

(ii) Add the result obtamed in sub-
division' (i) of this subparagraph to the
ceiling price of the automobile you are
pricing.

«(e) If you are unable to calculate your
conversion steel increase adjustment in
the manner set forth in paragraphs (a)
or (d) of this section, you may propose
an alternate method of calculating that-
adjustment. Your proposed method
must be filed with the Industrial Mate-
rials and Manufactured Goods Division,
Office of Price Stabilization, Washington
25, D. C,, and must show "your proposed
revised increase adjustment factor for
each make of automobile as required by
section 12 of this regulation. In your
proposed method, the conversion steel
costincrease adjustment may reflect only
increased costs of conversion steel since
the base period.

Pursuant to the Defense Production
Act of 1950, as amended, Executive Order
10161 (15 F R. 6105) and Economic Sta«
bilization Agency General Order No. 2
(16 F. R, 738) this Supplementary Regu-
lation 37 to Ceiling Price Regulation 34
15 hereby issued.

STATEMENT OF CONSIDERATIONS

This supplementary regulation to Cell«
ing Price Regulation 34 establishes ceils
ing prices for automobile parking serve
1ces rendered in parking lots and garages
m the downtown area of Dayton, Ohio,

Since 1940, the population of tho
metropolitan area of Dayton, Ohio has
increased 50 percent, with the result that
there is a critical shortage of short time
parking facilities in the downtown come
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mercial and busimess area of the city.
Studies conducted for the city by the
Dayton Plan Board show that many of
the parlang establishments located in
the downtown area have established only
daily parking rates under the provisions
of Ceiling Price Regulation 34, and that
these lots are filled at an early hour of
the day. “This results 1n & Iack of avail-
able space for “transient” “errand” or
“customer” parkers. In addition the
study mdicates that the non-availability
of short time parking spaces has resulted
i an merease 1 street parking wnola-
tions which has necessitated increased
enforcement action- by police officials,
thereby diverting police activities from
other important work.

The tesultant trafiic congestion 1s
causing widespread hardship to business
located 1 the downtown area, which
local authorities believe can be partially
alleviated by the encouragement of a
quick turn-over of automobiles 1n park-
ing lots Tocated in the critical area.

This supplementary Tegulation estab-
lishes hourly rates for parking operators
loeated within the critical parking area
and these rates are believed to be the
mimmum charges which will bring about
the benefits to the community that
should result from an increase m the
turn-over of available space for parking
purposes, In addition, provision 1s made
to permit operators having parking rates
established under Teiling Price Regula-
tion 34 which are higher than the rates
established in this supplementary regu-
Jation to elect to continue to charge thewr
present celling prices for the services
provided. In such event, however, those
sellers may not use the rates established
by this supplementary regulation for any
other parking Services.

In the judgment of the Director, the
ceiling prices established by this supple-
mentary regulation will permit parking
lot operators and garages located in the
“critical area” of downtown Dayton,
Oho, 1o provide the services necessary to
the community masmuch as representa-
tives of that community have adwised
him that adeguate all day parking facili-
ties for employees and ofther all day
parkers can be provided by parking lots
and garages outside the “critical area”.

Special circumstances made it imprac-
ticable to consult formally with repre-
sentatives of the industry, including
trade association representatives, m the
formulation of this supplementary
regulation. Consideration, However, has
been given to the recommendations of
affected persons who were informally
consulted.

In the judgment of the Director the
ceiling prices established by this supple-
mentary regulation are generally far
and equitable and will effectuate the
provisions of Title IV of the Defense
Production Act of 1950, as amended.

This amendment establishes 2 ceiling
price for sales of triple superphosphate
v hich price bears the same relationship
to the celling price for ordinary super-
phosphate in the Pasadena area as
existed when triple superphosphate was
formerly manufactured and sold m that
area, This cefling price is also 1n line
with the celling prices of other trnple
superphosphate sold in the area thaf the
Texas plant will serve when out-bound
freight costs are considered, as well as
with the celling prices established for
triple superphosphate manufactured m
other States. It is, for example sumilar
to the celline price established for such
triple superphosphate in the State of
New Jersey, adjusted to reflect the dif-
ference in the costs of shipping phos-
phate rock to the different pomts,

STATEMENT OF CONSIDERATIONS

Ceiling Price Regulation 166 estab-
lished ceiling prices for textile products
sold 1n Puerto Rico at various levels of
distribution. For the purpose of this
regulation, textile products were divided
to two groups, Group I comprising all
textile products except headwear, foot-
wear and articles included 1in Group II,
and Group II compnrising certain textile
products listed 1in section 1 of the regu-
lation.

Inquiries have been received by the
Office of Price Stabilization as to whether
the exception of footwear 1n Group I in-
cludes hosiery. Since it 1s not perfectly
clear from the definition of “textile prod-
ucts” in section 1 (b) that hosiery 1s in-
cluded, it 1s desirable to amend the defi-
nition to make clear that the term foot-
wear as used in the regulation does not
include hosiery. Accordingly, the defi-
nition of textile products in section 1 (b)
of this regulation is amended to define
footwear as not including hosiery which
remains subject to Ceiling Price Regula~
tion 166.

In the formulation of this regulation
special circumstances have rendered
consultation with ndustry represent-
atives, including trade association repre-
sentatives, impracticable. In the judg-
ment of the Director; the provisions of
this amendment are generally fair and
equitable and are necessary to effectuate
the purposes of Title IV of the Defense
Production Act of 1950, as amended.

This amendment revokes subpara-
graph (1) of section 4 (a) which suse
pends rates and charges for trailer ac-
commodations, limited to thoge trailer
accommodations also subject to rent
control ceilings imposed by the Office of
Rent Stabilization and adds traller aoc-
commodations to the list of exempted
services in section 3.

Under subparagraph (1) of section
4 (a) the suspension or decontrol of
rent ceilings by the Office of Rent Stae
bilization automatically places such ac-
commodations under Ceiling Price Reg«
ulation 34.

It appears that the rental of trailet

space falls into two distinct classes: (1)

The rental of such spaces on & transient
basis and (2) the rental of such spaces,
either with or without the trailer on
such space, with the intention that the
trailer be used as a residence by the oc-
cupant. This includes the frequent sit«
uations where the operator of a trailer
park owns the trailers located in theé park
and rents them as living accommodae
tions to various individuals.

‘When the Office of Rent Stabilization
removes confrols for such accommoda-
tions used for housing purposes, irrc-
spective of whether trailer unit being
used as a residence Is owned by the oper-
ator of the trailer park or the individual
living in the trailer this amendment per-
mits owners of the space ocoupied by the
trailer to receive the same benefits as
other lessors of housing accommodations.
It does not of course, affect areas in
which the Office of Rent Stabilization
maintains controls on the rental of
trailers as housing accommodations.

with respect to trailer spaces rented
to transient trailer owners, it would bo
administratively impracticable to requlre
trailer park operators to maintain cells
g prices for such services. Conge«
quently, it has been determined that all
charges for the rental of trailer space
should be exempted.

In the formulation of this amendment,
there has been consultation with in-
dustry representatives, including trade
association representatives, and consid«
eration has ‘been given to their recome-
mendations.

SUSPENSION OF CERTAIN APPAREL
IIANGFACTURING SERVICES

Pursuant to the Defense Production
Act of 1950, as amended, Executive Or-
der 10161, and Economic Stabilization
Agency General Order No. 2, this Amend-
ment 35 to General Overniding Regula-
tion 14, 1s hereby issued.

STATEMENT OF CONSIDERATIONS

This amendment adds to the list of
services suspended from price control by
section 4, paragraph (b) of General
Overniding Regulation 14, all services
performed 1n the manufacture of ap-
parel, apparel furmishings and acces-
sories, and theiwr component parts, as to
which sales by the manufacturer have
been suspended or exempted from price
control.

Price confrol over certain apparel com-
modities has been suspended because
thewr prices have persistently declined
from the peaks which were reached in
July 1951 and there are no mdications
that they will increase significantly in
the foreseeable~future. In general, 8
strongly competitive condition 1n the ap-
parel market has a depressive effiect upon
the charges for services connected with
the manufacture of apparel. These serv-
1ces are 1 more than ample supply and
this has made for sirong competition

among apparel contractors. A continu-.

ance of the apparel prce decline would
result mm pressure for lower service
charges; but even if the decline should
cease and apparel prices should level off,
steady resistance to any mncreased serv-
1ce charges can be expected so long as
apparel prices do not show a significant
mse. It 1s not anticipated that apparel
prices will rise significantly in the fore-
seeable future, consequently it appears
that market forces will also operate to
prevent general increases in apparel
service charges.

Since the foregomg considerations are
applicable to charges for services per-
formed in the manufacture of the ap-
parel heretofore exempted from price
control, th1s amendment mcludes such
charges as well as those for services per-
formed 1n the manufacture of the
apparel previously suspended from price
control.

In the judgment of the Director, price
control over the services suspended by

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this amendment is not required at this
time in order to carry out the purposes
of the Defense Production Act of 1950,
as amended. The Director may at any
time terminate or modify this suspension
if he determines that such action is nec-
essary in the interest of the stabiliza-
tion program. In any event, this sus
pension will be terminated as to a service
when the apparel on which that service
is performed is again brought under
price control.

All records which were required to be
prepared and preserved under applicable
ceiling price regulations in effect prior
to this suspension must continue to be
preserved.

In the formulation of this amendment
there has been consultation with indus-
try representatives, including trade asso-
ciation representatives to the extent
practicable, and consideration has been
given to their recommendations,

‘WHEAT UNFIT FOR HUMAN CONSUMPTION
PROSPECTIVE TARIFF CLASSIFICATION

JANUARY 16, 1953.

On November 7, 1952, the Bureau of
Customs published a notice in the Fep-
ERAL REGISTER that the existing uniform
practice of classifying wheat which con-
tams 30 per centum or more of damaged
kernels as wheat, unfit for human con-
sumption, under the provisions of para-
graph 729, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified,
with dufy at the rate of 5 percent ad
valorem was under review in the Bureau,
with a niew to determine what classes of
wheat are now entitled to that classi-
fication,

The- notice of November 7, 1952, 1s
hereby supplemented to outline the de-
tails of the procedure under considera-
tion.

There 15 1n contemplation a require-
ment that in connection with the entry
of each mmportation of wheat entered
under- paragraph 729, as modified, as
wheat unfit for human consumption,
there shall be filed a declaration setting
out whether any part of the importation
1s to be used with or without blending
with other wheat 1n the manufacture of
products for human consumption. If it
1s declared that no part of the shipment
1s to be so used, a further declaration
shall be made as to the purposes for
which the wheat will be used, such as for
feed purposes.

The same sanctions would apply for
the filing of a‘false declaration under
the contemplated procedure as apply 1n
the case of the filing of any other false
document under the customs-revenue
laws.

If 1n a gaven case the required declara-
tion 1s not furmished, it will be necessary
{o conclude that the wheat 1s properly
classifiable as wheat dutiable at the rate
of 21 cents per hushel under paragraph
729, as modified.

When the wheat 1s to be used ofher-
wise than m the manufacture of prod-
ucts for human consumption, and it
contains 30 per centum or more of dam-
aged kernels, the procedure outlined in
Treasury Decision 47577 will be followed,
1n the absence of other controlling fac-
tors, and the wheat will be classified as
wheat, unfit for human consumption, at
the rate of 5 percent ad valorem under
paragraph 729, as modified.
